(1) In Shakespeare we have to do with one who is 
neither beyond criticism as a man nor impeccable as an 
artist. (2) He was for all time, no doubt; but also very 
much of an age, the age of the later Renaissance, with its 
instinct for impetuous life, and its vigorous rather than 
discriminating appetite for literature. (3) The Shake- 
spearian drama is magnificent and incoherent; it belongs 
to the adolescence of literature, to a period before the 
instrument had been sharpened and polished, and made 
unerring in its touch upon the sources of laughter and of 
tears. (4) Obviously nobody has such power over our 
laughter and our tears as Shakespeare. (5) But it is the 
power of temperament rather than of art; or rather it is 
the power of a capricious and unsystematic artist, with 
a perfect dramatic instinct for the exposition of the ideas, 
the characters, the situations, which for the moment 
command his interest, and a perfect disregard for the 
laws of dramatic psychology which require the patient 
pruning and subordination of all material that does not 
make for the main exposition. (6) This want of finish, 
this imperfect fusing of the literary ore, is essentially 
characteristic of the Renaissance, as compared with ages 
in which the creative impulse is weaker and leaves room 
for a finer concentration of the means upon the end. (7) 
There is nearly always unity of purpose in a Shake- 
spearian play, but it often requires an intellectual effort 
to grasp it and does not result in a unity of effect. (s) The 
issues are obscured by a careless generosity which would 
extend to art the boundless freedom of life itself. (9) 
Hence the intrusive and jarring elements which stand 
in such curious incongruity with the utmost reaches of 
which the dramatic spirit is capable: the conventional and 
melodramatic endings, the inconsistencies of action and 
even of character, the emotional confusions of tragi- 
comedy, the complications of plot and subplot, the marring 
of give-and-take dialogue by superfluities of description 
and of argument, the jest and bombast lightly thrown 
in to suit the taste of the groundlings, all the flecks that 
to an instructed modern criticism are only too apparent 


upon the Shakespearian sun. (10) It perhaps follows from 
this that the most fruitful way of approaching Shake- 
speare is by an analysis of his work rather as a process 
than as a completed whole. (11) His outstanding positive 
quality is a vast comprehensiveness, a capacity for growth 
and assimilation, which leaves no aspect of life unex- 
plored, and allows of no finality in the nature of his 
judgments upon life. (12) The secret of his genius lies in 
its power of development and only by the study of this 
development can he be known.

Advance instructions for the examination in Grade 13 
French Authors 





1. This year, for the first time, a 334 r.p.m. record is being 
used. The entire dictation test is recorded on one side of the 
record. This side is labelled “‘Dictation Test’. The material 
on the other side of the record is to be used for experimental 
purposes during the coming school year. Do not use it for 
this examination. 

2. The Principal should note that not more than twenty- 
five candidates are to be seated in a room in which the 
French Authors examination is held. The rooms chosen 
should be acoustically satisfactory. A gymnasium or an 
assembly hall is not to be used. 

3. Where more than one classroom is required for the 
examination, the school’s public address system may be 
used if the Principal is satisfied that the test can be ad- 
ministered satisfactorily by that method. 

4. Where the school’s public address system is not used, 
the Principal will arrange for the provision of 334 r.p.m. 
record-players, one for each of the examination rooms, and 
will see that outlets are available for electrically-operated 
record-players where these are to be used. 

The record-players should be tested in the examination 
rooms well in advance of the examination period. Suitable 
needles should be provided. 

[OVER] 


The kind of electric current should be known before the 
equipment is connected. Some record-players operate on 
either AC or DC; other machines operate on only one type, 
usually AC. 

The examination record will be played from the outside 
groove toward the centre. 

The best location for the record-player should be deter- 
mined in advance since acoustical conditions may vary 
considerably in different rooms. 


Tone control should be set about halfway between the 
bass (low) and the treble (high) markings. The most 
suitable volume should be previously determined. 


5. Records (one for each room in which French Authors 
is to be written) for the dictation test will be sent to the 
Chief Presiding Officer by express at the time the examina- 
tion papers are shipped. 


6. Immediately upon receipt of the package the Chief 
Presiding Officer shall remove the record (or records) from 
the corrugated wrapping by removing all staples, but he 
shall not remove the record from the plastic bag in which it 
is sealed. 

If the record is damaged in any way, the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall notify the Registrar of the Depart- 
ment of Education immediately by telephone or telegraph, 
but he shall not break the seal. 


7. Before 8.45 a.m. on the day of the examination the 
Chief Presiding Officer shall satisfy himself that the 
record-player is ready for use. 

Promptly at 8.45 a.m. the Chief Presiding Officer shall 
hand the sealed record to the Presiding Officer, who shall 
then remove it from the sealed plastic bag, but shall not put 
the record on the record-player at that time. 


8. Promptly at 8.45 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall, for 
his own information, open the envelope marked ‘“Confi- 
dential Instructions to Presiding Officers in French Au- 
thors”’. 


9. If the Presiding Officer finds that the record is broken, 
or unusable for any other reason, 


(a) no mention of this fact shall be made to the 
candidates before 11.15 a.m.; 











(b) at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall inform 
the candidates that it is not possible to hold the dictation 
test and that allowance will be made when the papers are 
being marked; 


(c) at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall require 
the candidates to close their examination books and hand in 
their envelopes; 


(d) at the close of the examination the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall return the damaged record and the 
wrapping to the Registrar with a report of the circum- 
stances. 


Note. The Presiding Officer must not vary the procedure 
outlined above, even in case of unforeseen interruption or 
delay.

A. To be read by the Presiding Officer immediately upon 
removing this sheet from the envelope, at 8.45 a.m. 


Before the beginning of the examination period at 9.00 
a.m. the Presiding Officer shall see that the record-player is 
in the previously determined location and make sure that 
it is in good running order, unless the school’s public 
address system is to be used. 

When the candidates begin to write the examination, the 
Presiding Officer shall see that each candidate has left the 
first two pages of his examination book blank, in accordance 
with instructions on the examination paper. 


B. The following need not be read by the Presiding Officer 
until after the candidates have settled down to write the 
examination. 


Examination Procedure 





1. At about 11.12 a.m., if an electric record-player is to 
be used, the machine should be turned on, without disturb- 
ing the candidates, to allow the equipment to warm up.

passage, to enable you to make corrections in your work. 

“Listen to the instructions given at the beginning of each 
reading, such as ‘Hcoutez’, and ‘N’écrivez pas’, but do not 
write them. 

“Put in the punctuation marks where indicated, but do 
not write them in words. 

“The dictation examination is complete on one side of the 
record. 

“The record will begin with the numbers 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, for 
the purpose of testing the volume. You will ignore those 
numbers; they are not part of the dictation.” 


4. The Presiding Officer shall then put the record in place, 
taking precaution to select the proper side, start the machine 
and, if necessary, adjust the volume while the testing strip 
at the beginning of the record, 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, is being played. 


5. At the conclusion of the third reading the Presiding 
Officer shall say: 
“Three minutes will now be given for final corrections.” 


6. At the end of this three-minute period the Presiding 
Officer shall instruct the candidates to close their exami- 
nation books immediately.

The adventures 
of the engaged couple are always filled with suspense for 
the reader, since the great enemy, don Rodrigo, is rarely 
far away, and for a long time he threatens to bring the story 
to a tragic end. Of course, the complete novel cannot be 
read by young people who are studying a little of many 
different things. It takes time to follow the course of the 
adventures, and it takes more time to realize all the beauties 
the story contains. What a pity there are not more than 
twenty-four hours in each day! There are so many delights 
we promise ourselves without ever finding a convenient 
hour to enjoy them!

It is customary to say that in our machine age there is 
less room than formerly for the craftsman’s joy in skilled 
work. I am not at all sure that this is true: the skilled work- 
man nowadays works, it is true, at quite different things 
from those that occupied the attention of the mediaeval 
guilds, but he is still very important and quite essential in 
the machine economy. The agricultural labourer and the 
peasant in comparatively primitive communities are not, so 
far as I have been able to observe, nearly as happy as a 
chauffeur or an engine driver. It is true that the work of 
the peasant who cultivates his own land is varied; he plows, 
he sows, he reaps. But he is at the mercy of the elements, 
and is very conscious of his dependence, whereas the man 
who works a modern mechanism is conscious of power, and 
acquires the sense that man is the master, not the slave, of 
natural forces. It is true, of course, that work is very un- 
interesting to the large body of mere machine minders who 
repeat some mechanical operation over and over again with 
the minimum of variation, but the more uninteresting the 
work becomes, the more possible it is to get it performed 
by a machine. The ultimate goal of machine production is 
a system in which everything uninteresting is done by 
machines, and human beings are reserved for the work in- 
volving variety and initiative. In such a world the work 
will be less boring and less depressing than it has been at 
any time since the introduction of agriculture. In taking to 
agriculture mankind decided that it would submit to mo- 
notony and tedium in order to diminish the risk of starva- 
tion. But with the introduction of agriculture mankind 
entered upon a long period of meanness, misery, and mad- 
ness, from which they are only now being freed by the 
beneficent operation of the machine. It is all very well for 
sentimentalists to speak of contact with the soil and the ripe 
wisdom of Hardy’s philosophic peasants, but the one desire 
of every young man in the countryside is to find work in 
towns where he can escape from the slavery of wind and 
weather and the solitude of dark winter evenings into the 
reliable and human atmosphere of the factory and the 
cinema. Companionship and cooperation are essential ele- 
ments in the happiness of the average man, and these are 
to be obtained in industry far more fully than in agriculture.

Predict whether better yields of the alcohol would be 
obtained by working at higher or lower pressure. From the 
fact that lower yields of methyl alcohol are obtained at 
temperatures above 400°C., deduce whether the reaction to 
form the alcohol is exothermic or endothermic. Show your 
reasoning in detail. 


(b) Suggest, from your knowledge of the properties 
of these substances, how the alcohol could be separated from 
the equilibrium mixture. 


7. (a) State the number of each of the fundamental sub- 
atomic particles (electrons, protons, neutrons) in the sodium 
atom Nas, 


(b) Draw a diagram to show the arrangement of 
these particles in the neutral sodium atom. 


(c) Explain the difference between an ionic compound, 
typified by sodium chloride, and a molecular compound, 
typified by hydrogen chloride. 


(d) How may the isotope cobalt-60 be produced, and 
how is it used? 


8. (a) Describe an experiment to show the hydrolysis of 
starch. Explain all the observations described. 


(b) Silver oxide is completely decomposed to the ele- 
ments at or above 300°C. Cupric oxide (CuO) is partially 
changed to cuprous oxide (Cu.0O) at or above 800°C. 
Aurous oxide (Au,0; Au=gold) is decomposed to the ele- 
ments at or above 205°C. Explain clearly how these data 
are related to the position of these three elements in the 
activity series. 


9. (a) Describe a laboratory experiment consisting of 
the titration of an acid by an alkali. 


(b) Suppose that in such a titration 1.000 gram of pure 
acetic acid required 33.3 ml. of alkaline solution. What was 
the normality of the latter? (Work out your answer to three 
significant figures.) 


10. (a) Calculate the percentage of nitrogen in pyridoxine 
(Vitamin Bz), CsHi103N. (You may leave your answer in 
fractional form.) 


(b) Given that the density of oxygen is 1.429 grams 
per litre at S.T.P., calculate the density at 250°C. and 700 
mm. pressure. (You may leave your answer in fractional 
form, but should show the units of the answer.) 


( c) Calculate the weight of anhydrous sodium carbon- 
ate that would be required to “neutralize” 1.00 kilogram of 
concentrated 95.0 per cent sulphuric acid. (You may leave 
your answer in fractional form, but should show the units 
of the answer.)

Advance instructions for the examination in Grade 13 
French Authors 





1. This year, for the first time, a 334 r.p.m. record is being 
used. The entire dictation test is recorded on one side of the 
record. This side is labelled “Dictation Test’’. Nothing is 
recorded on the other side of the record. 

2. The Chief Presiding Officer should note that not more 
than twenty-five candidates are to be seated in a room in 
which the French Authors examination is held. The rooms 
chosen should be acoustically satisfactory. A gymnasium or 
an assembly hall is not to be used. 

3. The Chief Presiding Officer will arrange for the pro- 
vision of 334 r.p.m. record-players, one for each of the 
examination rooms, and will see that outlets are available 
for electrically-operated record-players where these are to 
be used. 

The kind of electric current should be known before the 
equipment is connected. Some record-players operate on 
either AC or DC; other machines operate on only one type, 
usually AC. 

The record-players should be tested in the examination 
rooms well in advance of the examination period. Suitable 
needles should be provided. 

The examination record will be played from the outside 
groove toward the centre. 

The best location for the record-player should be deter- 
mined in advance since acoustical conditions may vary 
considerably in different rooms. 

Tone control should be set about halfway between the 
bass (low) and the treble (high) markings. The most 
suitable volume should be previously determined.

4. Phonograph records (one for each room in which 
French Authors is to be written) for the dictation test will 
be sent to the Chief Presiding Officer by express at the time 
the examination papers are shipped. 

5. Immediately upon receipt of the package the Chief 
Presiding Officer shall remove the record (or records) from 
the corrugated wrapping by removing all staples, but he 
shall not remove the record from the plastic bag in which it 
is sealed. 

If the record is damaged in any way, the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall notify the Registrar of the Depart- 
ment of Education immediately by telephone or telegraph, 
but he shall not break the seal. 


6. Before 8.45 a.m. on the day of the examination the 
Chief Presiding Officer shall satisfy himself that the 
record-player is ready for use. 

Promptly at 8.45 a.m. the Chief Presiding Officer shall 
hand the sealed record to the Presiding Officer, who shall 
then remove it from the sealed plastic bag, but shall not put 
the record on the record-player at that time. 


7. Promptly at 8.45 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall, for 
his own information, open the envelope marked ‘“Confi- 
dential Instructions to Presiding Officers in French Au- 
Toors . 

8. If the Presiding Officer finds that the record is broken, 
or unusable for any other reason, 

(a) no mention of this fact shall be made to the 
candidates before 11.15 a.m. ; 

(b) at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall inform 
the candidates that it is not possible to hold the dictation 
test and that allowance will be made when the papers are 
being marked; 

(c) at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall require 
the candidates to close their examination books and hand in 
their envelopes; 

(d) at the close of the examination the Chief Pre- 
siding Officer shall return the damaged record and the 
wrapping to the Registrar with a report of the circum- 
stances. 


Note. The Presiding Officer must not vary the procedure 
outlined above, even in case of unforeseen interruption or 
delay.

A. To be read by the Presiding Officer immediately upon 
removing this sheet from the envelope, at 8.45 a.m. 


Before the beginning of the examination period at 9.00 
a.m. the Presiding Officer shall see that the record-player is 
in the previously determined location and make sure that 
it is in good running order. 

When the candidates begin to write the examination, the 
Presiding Officer shall see that each candidate has left the 
first two pages of his examination book blank, in accordance 
with instructions on the examination paper. 


B. The following need not be read by the Presiding Officer 
until after the candidates have settled down to write the 
examination. 


Examination Procedure 





1. At about 11.12 a.m., if an electric record-player is to 
be used, the machine should be turned on, without disturb- 
ing the candidates, to allow the equipment to warm up. 


2. Promptly at 11.15 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall in- 
struct the candidates to turn to the blank pages at the front 
of their examination books in preparation for the dic- 
tation. 


3. The Presiding Officer shall then read aloud the follow- 
ing: 

“There will be three readings of the passage: first, a 
reading of the whole passage, during which you will listen

but not write; second, a slow reading of the passage, phrase 
by phrase, with each phrase repeated once, with punctuation, 
and with a long enough pause after each phrase to give you 
sufficient time to write it; third, a final reading of the whole 
passage, to enable you to make corrections in your work. 

“Listen to the instructions given at the beginning of each 
reading, such as ‘Hcoutez’, and ‘N’écrivez pas’, but do not 
write them. 

“Put in the punctuation marks where indicated, but do 
not write them in words. 

“The dictation examination is complete on one side of the 
record. 

“The record will begin with the numbers 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, for 
the purpose of testing the volume. You will ignore those 
numbers; they are not part of the dictation.” 


4. The Presiding Officer shall then put the record in place, 
taking precaution to select the proper side, start the machine 
and, if necessary, adjust the volume while the testing strip 
at the beginning of the record, 5, 4, 3, 2, 1, is being played. 


5. At the conclusion of the third reading the Presiding 
Officer shall say: 
“Three minutes will now be given for final corrections.” 


6. At the end of this three-minute period the Presiding 
Officer shall instruct the candidates to close their exami- 
nation books immediately. 
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NoTE. Write on every other line.

Be 
that as it may, a great artist’s memoirs not only stimulate 
our imaginations and entertain us but make us think a little. 
In short, they tell us more about the man than about the 
child.
